The  Soil  Conservation  Service  is  charged  ^ith  the  perpetuation  of '  the  Nation's 
bflsic  resource,  the  soil.     In  planning  for  the  proper  use  and  conservation  of 
soil,  the  subject  of  '-rhat  crop  is  gro-Tn.  is  not  of  primary  importaice,  hut  where, 
and  how  a  p^rticulnr  crop  is  gro^m  is  of  vit-^l  importance.    Therefore,  the  work 
of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  consists  of,  1,  Classification  of  l?nd  into  use 
capability  classes,  2,     Identification  of  factors  contributing  to  the  1  oss  of 
quantity  ,^nd  quality  of  soil,  3,     Determination  of  practices         policies  con- 
ductive to  maintr-i  ning  the  quantity  ^nd  incre-^sing  the  quality  of  soil,  4,  Aid- 
ing and    f acilitr'ting  the  preparation  ^nd  development  of  Conservation  F^rm  Plans, 

For  administrative  purposes  the  Nation  is  divided  into    7  Regions,    The  South- 
eastern Region,  referred  to  as  Region  2,  includes  the  States  of  Virginia,  Kentucky 
Tennessee,  North  Crrolina,  ^outh  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Ala.bama  md. 
Mississippi,     Individual •  State  Headquarters  are  administered  "by  a  Strte  Con- 
servationist, who  supervises  and  directs  his  state  through  District  Conservation-- 
ists  of  the  organized' Soil  Conservation  Districts, 

.Soil  Conservsrtion  Districts  are  local  units  of '  government,  oper-'^ting  under  State 
laws.     They  are  org-'^nized  ajid  run  hy  fnrmers.    They  have  the  authority  to  ask 
and  receive  help  from  County,  Sf^te  and  Federal  Gov>-rnments, 

The  Soil  Conservation  Service  furnishes  trained  -^nd  experienced  conservationists 
and  other  technic;!  specialists  who,  working  ^-ith  technicians  of    other  Federal 
and  St-te  Agencies,  assists  the  Supervisors  of  the  Districts,  est-^blish,  develop 
and  maint'ln  a  sound  land  use  management  and  soil  conserving  practices  of 
agriculture. 

The  Regional  Office  (R-2)  is  in  Spart-nburg,  S.C,  Mr,  C.F.  Bohleher,  kead  of 
the  Work  Group  Office,  Atlanta,  Gn. represents  the  Soil  Conservation  Service
